By the time it was fully light, we were 
making between six and seven knots; for 
the wind had sharply risen. As it was av 
off-shore wind, there was as yet no sea raised, 
but little tumbling white caps. very pleasant 
to look at, and all the movement coming & 
our quarter from over the land. With 
rising of the sun it blew hard. We were 
yielding to it too much: we had taken down 
the topsail an hour before, and now I thought 
it wise to take in a reef aa well. which We 
did in the héad-sail and the mainsail, but 
leaving the jib as it was; for that sail wad 
not a large one. 

We slipped down the coast smaxtly, neart 
it all the time upon our slantwise course, an 
as we did so, the sun being now fully risen.

In good hardy language like this, with 
the rhythm-of the sea in its periods, Mr. 
Belloc tells us of his voyaging: and so we 
come to Bardsey Sound. There is not one 
chapter division in the whole of his 347 
pages. but a name like Bardsey gives him 
the excuse to draw a line of asterisks anv 
settle down to talk. Bardsey reminds him 
how these larger islands are surrounded 
with little ones, which still have little 
rulers of their own, and so we are 
launched on a Bellocian rhapsody on the 
superior happiness of small States. On 
we ramble, and Celtic topics arisé, whete- 
upon Mr. Belloc sings us four vérses about 
he “ Daughter of Cahoolin, the High 
mg’s Daughter” and—guessing, per: 
haps, that we may observe that Cahoolim 
is not the pronunciation of Cuchulainn. 
that the hero never was a king, and that 
he never had a daughter—he declares that 
he holds “ all these things to be perfectly 
indifferent. ’’ : 

Sailing past the Causeway of Saint 
Patrick, Mr. Belloc is moved tq hold forth 
on the iniquities of Parliament and on 
‘the absurdities bred by the graftiiig of 
Frénch democratic attempts on to. the de- 
cline of English aristocracy.’ He pays a 
tribute to the Irish Parliamentary Party, 
and especially to the Redmonds, to whom, 
he says, “the Irish people in due time 
will give a due position in their annals.” 

Off Devon. Mr. Belloc woke one morning 
“to the noise of the loud clapping of 
waters upon the bows,’’ and put his head 
out of the skylight “ to see little dusty 
clouds going too quickly across the heaven, 
and a freshening breeze blowing up from 
a little South of West. so that all the har- 
bour water was dancing and alive.” This 
is the occasion for a discourse on songs. 
“A man should learn all the songs he 
can. Songs are a possession, and all men 
who write good songs are benefactors. No 
people have so many songs as the English, 
yet no people sing less in these last. sad 
days of ours.”” On sails the conversation 
to a discusioa of the divisions which are 
appearing between men.

«LETTERS FROM INDIA. 

In the year 1817 was published in India 
a curious collection of letters by an 
obscure, but spirited, lady, Mrs. Eliza 
Fay. They were» written between 1770 
and 1815, in a droll, ungrammatical, 
vivid style, and they are full of fascina- 
tion. even for the reader of to-day. The 
rare volume has been edited, with notes, 
by Mr. E. M. Forster, author of “A 
Passage to India,” and is now published 
in a handsome’ volume. 

The writer was a commonplace soul, 
apparently a native of Blackheath, In 
1779, aged twenty-three, she was married 
to Anthony Fay, of Irish extraction, a 
barrister. They sailed for Calcutta, where 
Fay was to practise as an advocate. At 
Calicut the party was seized and held 
prisoners for-some months by Hyder Alli. 
They reached Calcutta, and there they led 
a life of quarrel. Fay proved to be a 
rascal, and Eliza was obliged to leave him. 
She went back to England in 1782, ua 
St. Helena. Mrs. Fay paid three further 
visits to India, but the interest of her 
letters is concentrated in her “journal of 
the first. . 

The letters are packed with what seems 
to be unconscious humour. They do not} 
attempt instructive description’ of places 
visited.” and Mrs. Fay’s reflections are 
never brilliant or profound. Jt is het 
lively manner, bustling from subject to 
subject, which invests all that she writes. 
with life; her book seems to have come: 
from some character in a Dickens’s novel

‘Marsh Candles,” je an Irish journalist, 
working in Paris.

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EDUCATIONAL REFORM.

GOVERNMENT CRITICISED. 
The attitude of the present Government, 
ard the responsible Minister, towards educa. 
tional reform in the Free State, is the sub- 
ject’ of another letter from Mr. Thomas J. 
) Connell, T.D., Secretary of the Irish 
National. Teachers’ Organisation, to the 

Trish Times, 

Mr. O'Connell refers to the recommenda- 
tions of the National Programme Conference, 
with regard to school attendance and it§ de- 
claration, that the revolutionary chanye sug- 
gestéd in the curriculum was out of the ques- 
tien; unless the school attendance problem 
was seriously tackled. He goes on to state 
that the present Ministér’s pronouncement 
in the Dail was ““in the nature of a philo- 
sophic disquisition in which he sxurened aad 
siderable doubt as to the wisdom of compell- 
ing people to send their children to schodl,”’ 
and gúotes the Dail resolution on the sub- 
ject. He asks what the Minister has done in 
the last two and a half years to implemest 
that unanimous. resolution. 

Mr. O'Connell further asks, if the Ministers 
for Justice or Finance or Agriculture had 
adopted that /a@izez faire attitude where 
And recalls the 
answer given in the Dail on 26th June, 
1924, in which the Minister for Education 
undertook to introduce a bill on the subject 
of better school attendance. The bill, Mr. 
O’Connell says, never was introduced, and 
the authmn found the Minister “ meandering 


Pamong the Mountains of Mourne with but 


little thought for such comparatively insig- 
nificant problems as school attendance.” 
Although several questions have been asked 
about it, the schedule of bills before the 
Dail is such that, it is 100 to 1 that the 
measure, even if given a first reading, will 
not be law before. the énd of the session. 
Since December, 1922, 150 Acts of Parlia- 
ment have been placed on the Statute Book, 
hut “ the share of the Minister for Education 
in this huge legislative output is confined 
to one little solitary two-clause measure, in 
Which a previous enactment by the British 
l’arliament is repealed. Education is the 
one service which the Government has 
studiously omitted from its legislative pro- 
gramme. So little importance is “bhr. Yw' 
to it that w: i looking a-ound for a suitable 
person to appoint on the Boundary Commis- 
sion the Government decided that the one 
Minister that could be.spared from his de- 
partment was the Minister for Education.”’ 
Mr. O'Connell adds:—” An active and 
evergetic Minister should make use of every 
opportunity—public meetings, conferences, 
Press interviews, etc.—to form and educate 
public opinion, and to carry the people and 
the country with him along the road to edu- 
cational progress. It is here that the pre- 
sent Minister has been lamentably wanting 
A live Minister for Education is the most 
crying need of the Saorstat at the present 
moment. ’”’

Wednesday by Deputy Wilson’s remark- 
able speech in Dail Kireann. The subject 
of discussion was the issue of four and a 
half per cent. bonds under the Land Act 
of 1923. Our readers will remember that, 
when the Free State Government decided 
to complete land purchase by the com- 
pulsory acquisition of land throughout the 
country, an agreement was made with the 
British Government whereby the latter 
undertook to guarantee the principa] and 
interest of the stock with which the land- 
lords would be paid. Naturally, certain 
conditions were imposed by the Imperial 
Treasury, which is not! a charitable 
institution, and one of them was that the 
bonds should be redeemable not only at 
par, but also in sterling, Mr. Wilson, 
who, we understand, is the chairman of 
the Farmers’ Party in the Dail, objected 
strongly to the acceptance by the Free State 
of the British guarantee. His argument is 
astonishing. With the British guarantee, 
he says, Land Bonds will hold a high place 
in the market; without that guarantee 
they soon would fall to 84 or 85. On the 
assumption that 230,000,000 worth of 
stock was about to be put on the market, 
the Free State Government would benefit 
to the extent of some £76,000 a year—a 
sum which the Minister for Finance could 
“operate ’’ to buy in the depreciated 
stock and thus extinguish it gradually, 
thereby accelerating the working of the 
sinking fund. Mr. Wilson reckoned that 
£90,000 worth of stock could be extin- 
guished in the first year. 

In plain English Mr. Wilson's proposal 
amounts to this: he thinks that a fall in 
the value of Land Bonds would suit the 
book of the farmers; therefore, such a fal] 
ought to be encouragee. President Cosgrave 
observed that a more startling suggestion 
never was made by an honest man. 
Nothing could be easier than to depreciate 
the value of Land Stock, and Mr. Wilson 
seems to think that the State would be 
justified in “ rigging’’ the market in order 
to give the farmers a chance of purchasing 
their holdings for a greatly reduced price at 
the expense of the unfortunate landlords. 
We are very glad that ident Cosgrave 
and Mr. Blythe rejected his proposel with 
such vigour, and that the former took the 
opportunity of paying a very high tribute 
to the integrity of British finance. The 
“operation” suggested) by Mr. Wilson 
would be disastrous to the credit of the 
State. The Finance Minister admitted 
that, without the British guarantee, Land 
Stock would drop to a discount of almost 
twenty per cent., and the fact that Mr. 
Wilson does not seem to recognise is that 
it would involve every other Free State 
security, including National Loan, in 
its depreciation, Mr. Blythe put the 
case very well. “We have issued this 
stock at a certain face va]ue,” he said, 
“and it is our duty as a State to take 
all reasonable steps to see that it is kept 
as nearly at its face value as possible.”’ 
To that end the British guarantee is 
essential. :

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Child Mortality. 


Several speakers at the annual meeting, 
held yesterday at St. Ultan’s Hospital for 
Children, bore witness to the truth that 
bad housing conditions are chiefly re- 
sponsible for the high infant mortality in 
Dublin. The Secretary, Miss ffrench- 
Mullen, recalled the. fact, which cannot 
be impressed too often on the public 
consciousness, that in our capital city no 
fewer than twenty thousand families have 
homes of one room only. It is well known 
that the children of such families have a 
much smaller expectation of life than that 
of children coming from families housed 
even in two or three rooms. During the 
past year, Miss ffrench-Mullen said, no 
less than 40 per cent. of the fathers of 
children admitted to the hospital were 
unemployed. This striking fact reveals 
the close relationship between economic 
depression and child mortality. The evil 
of bad housing poisons the whole com- 
munity. There never will be prosperity 
in Dublin while the working classes are 
accustomed to a debased standard of 
living. The continual succession ol 
wanton strikes which impede business 
would not occur if the men had happy 
and comfortable homes in which to take 
pride and for the upkeep of which they 
were impelled to live thriftily. Dwelling 
in wretched tenements, the workers in 
time of plenty have no incentive to spend 
wages wisely. They endanger no beautiful 
domestic fabric when they indulge in a 
strike on a frivolous issue, and for them 
hard times ao little different from 
prosperity. It is the children who bear 
tl.o brunt of these unsettled and unwhole 
some social habits. In the years so vitally 
critical to their bodily and spiritual 
growth they are condemned to dwell] in 
unhealthy congestion and to receive the 
indifferent care of distracted parents. 
A large proportion of these young lives 
is cut off, as ruthlessly as if by the sword, 
and a yet larger proportion is blighted. 
If there were hospitals for children in 
every poor street, all would fail to cope 
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with the disease that is bred within the 
crowded tenements. 


Irish Horses. 


This year’s Derby was followed with 
keener interest, both in Great Britain and 
Ireland, than the race has evoked for 
many years past. For us there is par- 
ticular interest in this year’s event, since 
twelve of the twenty-seven runners were 
either bred in Ireland or of Irish sires, 
anc the winner and the second best were 
Irish-bred. The pre-eminence of Ireland 
as a horse-breeding country never stood 
more clearly in the world's eye. 
Englishmen developed the sport of 
hc:se-racing, and rendered it the most 
popular of all sports; but horse-racing is 
nowhere of more ancient standing than in 
this island. Our very place names—like The 
Curragh—attest the antiquity of the sport 
within our shores, and in Celtic times 
tho Irish horseman, riding bare-back with 
the single rein, was famous for his skill. 
The love of horse-flesh is innate in Irish 
people. It is not the love of 
gambling that takes old folk tramping 
eagerly across the hills to little country 
meetings, there to delight in the spectacle 
of careering steeds and skilful riding. 
The love of horses is natural to a race 
dwelling in a land which, by its climate, 
is peculiarly adapted to horse-breeding. 
Bloodstock imported from across Channel 
is observed to improve in quality on Irish 
turf. On all scores, then, the horse- 
breeding industry should be valued by 
our people. With it their historical and 
social traditions are bound up, and never 
did it offer greater possibilities of profit 
than now. Figures which we publish 
to-day show that during 1924 Irish 
yearlings: sold at a higher average price 
than ever before ; and the excellent account 
which this year’s Derby has given of the 
Irish stables promises yet better returns 
in the future.

LOKD YPRES AND THE ORDER OF 
ST. PATRICK. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 

Sur,—-My friend, the Rev. Canon Forrester, 
in a letter in your columns of the 26th instant 
entitled ‘‘ Coincidences,’’ directs attention to 
the falling, on the death of the Earl of Ypres 
in Deal Castle, of two flags in that Castle— 
the Union Jack and the Stars and Stripes— 
“apparently without human agency.” 
Canon Forrester hints at a connection 
between the falling of the flags at Deal Castle 
at the time of the death of the Earl of Ypres 
and the waving of two banners of the Knights 
of St. Patrick in St. Patrick's Cathedral on 
Sunday last, also apparently without human 
agency, during the playing of the Dead March 
in “Saul ' at the conclusion of the Service 
as a tribute of respect to the memory of the 
Earl of Ypres. 

If the waving of the Knights’ banners in 
St. Patrick's Cathedral on Sunday last may 
be included in the category of “signs and 
wonders,” I think it must be a presage of 
the approaching extinction of the Order of 
St. Patrick, of which the Earl of Ypres was 
a Knight. His death creates the fifth vacancy 
in the membership of the Order. All these 
vacancies remain unfilled. The Knighthood 
of St. Patrick was a distinction highly 
cqveted by members of the Irish Peerage, to 
which in practice it was exclusively confined. 
Its origin is not creditable. The Knighthood 
was institated in 1783 at the instance of Ear! 
Temple, who was then Lord Lieutenant of 
reland. The Knighthoods were sold by the 
Government, and the money obtained by their 
sale was the nucleus of a fund for the gross 
metallic bribery of members of the Irish 
House of Commons. 

The St. Patrick’s Knighthood had a 
religious aspect; its Chancellor and Prelate 
were the Archbishops of Armagh and Dublin, 
and its Registrar the Dean of St. Patrick's, 
who wore the insignia of the Order. On the 
disestablishment of the Irish Church the 
religious ceremonials of the Order of St. 
Patrick, which were held in St. Patrick's 
Cathedral, ceased. The banners and helmets 
of the Knights of the Order in 1871 stil] hang 
over the stalls of the Canons in St. Patrick's 
Cathedral—although the Knights themselves 
are long since dead. These banners enhance 
the picturesqueness of the Cathedral, 
although they have long since become 
unmeaning, except as ornaments. It may be 
safely assumed that there will never be an 
addition to the Order, having regard to the 
fifth article of the Constitution of the Irish 
Free State, by which honours for Irish 
services can only be conferred with the 
consent of the Irish Executive. A Knighthood 
of St. Patrick would scarcely be conferred on 
anyone who is not an Irishman or for any 
services not Irish. The idea of its being con- 
ferred by a British Government on anyone, 
having regard to the sfatus of the Irish Free 
State as a free nation, is unthinkable. 

The banners of the Knights of St. Patrick 
have, notwithstanding the demise of their 
owners, remained for upwards of fifty years 
in St. Patrick’s Cathedral—an illustration of 
the tendency expressed in the words, ‘‘ Quieta 
non movere.’’—Yours, etc.,

THE FARMER’S PLIGHT. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THF IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—Perhaps, you would have compassion 
on a perplexed American and allow me to 
give expression to a few thoughts that occur 
to me. I am a small agriculturist and, like 
all my fellow-farmers, am pulling against the 
current. Moreover, 1 am a law-abiding 
citizen, and, in whatever country I happen to 
be living, I try to obey the laws, whether 
they be good or bad. : 

When 1 get advice írom high places, as I 
did recently from the Minister oi Posts and 
Telegraphs—* to till the soil’’—I would like 
to take it, if possible. Given a New Zealand, 
French, Canadian, Australian or an American 
climate, although I am not conceited, I 
believe I could hold my end up against any 
man. But the Irish climate is like none of 
these. I wonder if people occupying hand- 
some offices and receivin salaries in 
the metropolis have any idea of the real con- 
dition of agriculture in Ireland at the present 
time? In my district the crops are mostly in 
—in a sort of way that the average man 
would have been ashamed of a few years ; 
but it could not be helped on account of the 
excessive moisture. 

The fields have not dried out since Jast 
July and are cut to ribbons with cattle- 
tracks, resembling in many places a fair- 
green. The land is sodden with wet, and 
rushes have sprang up on the tops of the hills. 
A coarse sage grass, usually found in marshy 
laces, is now to be seen in the best tures. 

nder such conditions cattle cannot thrive, as 
they are wading in muck and lying on ground 
saturated with rain. Those who make a prac- 
tice of feeding cake on the grass cannot do so 
this year, because one cannot carry the stuff 
across the fields to the boxes. If anyone is 
bold enough to undertake it, after a few feeds 
the ground becomes a quagmire. Not a pick 

grass grown on the place where I fed 
my cattle last year. To make matters worse, 
during the winter and spring the e of 
fluke appeared pretty generally and carried 
off num of cattle sheep. Hardly any 
turf is cut so far, because the spread grounds 
are covered with last year’s crop or flooded 
with water. 

_I can find no parallel to the t condi- 
tion of things except in the phet Joel, 
where he said: “the seeds rot under the 
clods; the garners are laid desolate; the 
barns are broken down; for the grain is 
withered. How do the beasts groan!

| IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 


THE SPEAKER'S DAY OF 
TRIUMPH. 


LIBERAL VOTE OF CENSURE. 
REJECTED.

From Our PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
i WESTMINSTER, Thursday. 

Those Liberals who challenged the Speaker's 
right to put a motion closuring the Finance 
Bul cut a sorry figure in the House to-day. 
The vote of censure moved by Captain 
Wedgwood Benn was in marked contrast 
with the motion drafted in the angry haste 
and heated atmosphere of Monday night and 
Tuesday morning. It would seem that in 
th. interval their Parliamentary nerve had 
failed the Liberal champions; for the motion 
moved by Captain Wedgwood Benn was 
milder far than that which had been drawn 
up in the moment of discomfiture. It im- 
phed the Speaker's failure to protect the 
rights of minorities, and described the 
“- granting «f the closure’ as ' contrary, to 
recent precedent."’ Captain Benn's opening 
note was not prelusive of a triumph. It was 
apologetic. He sought to placate the 
Speaker and condemn him in the selfsame 
breath.

No private member, said the Captain, 

could be called on to perform a more difficult 
or a more painful task, or one co a Sh $ a 
greater sense of duty. Rule 26, relating to 
the closure, was never intended to be passed 
in ‘‘ suppréssion of relevant, reasonable Par- 
liamentary debate.’’ Could anyone allege that 
adequate « portunity was given for the dis- 
cussion of the Finance Bill on its :econd 
reading ? 
‘The motion was not intended as a mere reflec- 
tion on a Speaker universally and justly 
popular in the House, It was the vindication 
of a great principle, and nothing less—that 
there should be no taxation without repre- 
sentation. 

Captain Benn was proceeding to refer ® 
the action of the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
in moving the closure, when the Speaker 
pointed out that this was irregular. The 
whole question was concerned with the unfit- 
ness of the Speaker for his duties. 

The Speaker's rewinder was an awkward 
thing for Captain Benn and Mr. Lloyd George 
aud the rest, for they had planned to side- 
track the main issue and attack the Chan- 
cellor, and, with him, Mr. Baldwin and the 
Government. Captain Benn, thus countered 
by the Speaker, covered his retreat with the 
arsurance that although he spoke only for a 
small majority, people in days to come would 
recall with gratitude the effort that was being 
made to vindicate the rights of the House.

Sir John Simeon seconded the motion. He 
admitted that they were taking “a grave and 
unusual step.” and that he felt the painful. 
ness of the position to the. full. Tt was 
invidious to criticise the decision of a Speaker 
s@ invariably courteous. but he argued that 
there had heen a ‘“‘grave invasion of the 
freedom of debate.”

Mr. Llovd George, who followed, was no 
less unhappy. ‘“‘It was only after much re- 
flection and with deep regret tbat he took 
the staml he did.” We were now going 
through the most serious period of trade de. 
pression ever experienced. It had been the 
wish of the Liberal members to raise the 
question of economy, and the cutting «down 
of expenditure, which was crushing industry. 
and this was the one opportunity in the 
whole course of the year for doing so. Four 
new taxes were proposed, three of them, at 
any rate, being highly controversial 

Mr. Banks at. this point asked if it was 
correct to say that the only opportunity for 
discussing these matters was on the second 
reading of the Finance Bill. 

The Speaker replied, that, at any rate, 
“this was not an occasion for making the un- 
delivered speeches of Monday last.”’ The 
chaos that followed this home thrust stung 
Mr. Lloyd George, and he answered with 
some heat—l am not delivering any  unde- 
livered speech. «, Unless I am in a position 
to point out what the case was against the 
closure, and against the action taken by the 
chair, then I fail to see what possible ‘argu- 
ment anybody can advance on a motion of 
this kind.

Mr. Lloyd George then shifted his course, 
but with no better hope of headway. He 
was challenging the Prime Minister to point 
out a single occasion when the closure had 
been moved in similar tircumstances, but 
the Speaker reminded him that this occasion 
could not be used for an attack on the Go- 
vernment. The charge was against him, that 
he did not properly exercise the discretion 
given him under the Standing Orde: To 
turn 1t into a vote of censure on the Govern- 
ment would be a perversion of the Standing 
Order. Mr. Lloyd George winced. Then 
turning once More to the Speaker he said hotly : 

Mr. Lloyd George—‘‘ If you ‘say it is an 
attack on you, I ask you whether you can 
point out a single precedent where a Speaker 
gave the closure on a Budyet containing four 
new. taxes, every one of them challenged in 
the House of Commons and outside.” Lhis, 
he concluded, was a dangerous precedent, 
and he askedihon. members to reflect on the 
situation. Those who voted against this 
motion would live to regret their vote when 
it was quoted some years hence. Sir A 
Mond could only express his amazement that 
the closure should have been accepted.

Mr. Baldwin said but half a dozen words. 
His party regretted very much that this 
discussion had taken place. Th would 
vote against the motion, for they had un- 
abated confidence in the Speaker’s discretion. 
Then came Mr. Clynes with a fine tribute 
to the Speaker's impartiality and dignity 
and to his care in preserving the rights of 
members—a tribute spoken on behalf of the 
whole Labour Party. No party could con- 
tend that the Liberal ui had not 
been allowed a fair proportion of time. He 
impeached the good faith of the nation and 
declared that ‘‘considerations of party 
strategy were not unconnected with the 
resentment that had been manufactured.”’ 

The Liberals challenged a division on the 
motion, and it was rejected by 300 votes to 
The Speaker announced the figures 
amidst Ministerial and Labour cheers, and he 
resumed his seat. It was his day of triumph.

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Thunderstorms. 


The Air Ministry Meteorological Office 
to-day issued an interesting publication, 
in which the subject of the distribution of 
thunderstorms over the globe is dealt with 
by Mr. (. E. P. Brooks, M.S.C. It points 
out that the frequency of thunder in 
various parts of the world is an important 
element in investigations relating to 
atmospheric electricity, and a knowledge 
of it is also useful in connection wit! the 
establishment of air routes. The monthly 
and annual frequency is discussed on the 
basis of records taken over a number of 
years at 3,265 stations, of which 2,680 are 
in Europe, together with a large number of 
observations on board ship. Maps are 
given showing the average frequency 
during the year, and also during October 
to March and April to September. The 
monthly frequency in each of the Con- 
tinents and oceans and over the world as a 
whole is also shown in tabular form. 
It is considered that a station, probably, 
will record those thunderstorms. which 
occur in a surrounding area of 200 square 
miles. If the earth’s surface is divided 
up into one million sections, each with an 
area of nearly two hundred square miles, 
there will be on the average sixteen 
thunderstorms in each area during a yea 
making a total of sixteen = million 
thunderstorms a vear, or 44,000 a day. I! 
the average duration of a thunderstorm 
is an hour, there will be in progress at 
any one moment about 1,800 thunder- 
storms in different parts of the world. 
The diurnal variation and the variation 
in frequency with height are also briefly 
discussed.

Mhac members of the Irish Tourist 
sociation gave a dinner at the Shel- 
ourne Hotel, Dublin, last night, to wel- 
come Senator James Moran, the President 
of the Association, on his return from a 
tcur of the United States. 

Mr. Moran expressed the belicf that 
many tourists from America would arrive 
in Ireland during the summer, and some 
cf the subsequent speakers hoped that 
English visitors would again come to Ire- 
land, now that peaceable conditions pre- 
vailed. 


PECULIAR EXPERIENCES. 

‘Senator Moran said that during his six 
weeks’ visit in America he had some peculiar 
experiences and surprises. Boston was the 
first port that he touched, and the first ques- 
tion that he was asked was, “Well, what 
about the famine in Ireland?” He told them 
that he had not heard of any famine. Questions 
of that character asked in several centres in- 
dicated to him that there was somethin 
sinister going on, and on inquiry he “ns | 
that there were cmissaries who were not 
particularly friendly to the Free State at the 
moment. So far as his experience taught him, 
—_ mpg mt however, fairly solid in 
avour of the Free State, and oa 
anything in reason to help it. a 

In every city that he visited he found there 
were vast num of people coming to Europe 
this year, some of whom when they started 
cut had no intention of visiting Ireland. Num- 
bers of them had now decided to make side 
trips and come to Ireland. The White Star, 
the Cunard and the American lines were work- 
ing earnestly to induce people to come to this 
country. e thing for them to do here 
at home was to see that those people who 
came were properly treated, and that they 
did not £ away disgruntled. (Hear, hear.) 
In New York he met many prominent people, 
including the representative of the British 
Government, a Dublin man, Sir Harry Arm- 
strong. To show the latter's feeling in con- 
nection with the tourist development, Senator 
Moran read a cablegram which he had re- 
ceived when he was on board the Corona re- 
turning to Ireland. It was to the following 
effect :—‘‘ Good wishes for pleasant voyage 
home. Fully believe that your mission in 
this country will result in increased traffic to 
Ireland. 1 should be glad if you would keep 
me advised as to how I can assist in the 
future from time to time.” 

So far as the Free State representatives 
in the United States were concerned, nothing 
was being left undone, but they were severely 
handicapped by the fact that they had not 
the power to issue passports. The utmost 
that they could do was to visa passports, and 
the strange thing was that the passport did 
not entitle the holder to land at a Free State 
port until he had first disembarked in Enc 
land. That was serious for tourist develop- 
ment. Referring to their work in this country 
of receiving visitors, Senator Moran referred 
to the Licensing Act and the difficulty that 
travelling tourists had in getting refresh- 
ments before 1 o’clock on a Sunday. That 
sort of thing was intolerable, and he related 
an incident of a party of visitors to Glenda- 
—_ being refused admission to a hotel at 
12.30 o'clock, although it was pouring rain at 
the time. 

RECEIVING THE VISITORS. 

Mr. Harold D. Harrington, M.A., of Dunloe 
Castle, Co. Kerry, a Vice-President, said that 
they in the Tourist Association had the pri- 
vilege of doing a service for their country by 
co-ordinating the machinery of reception and 
entertainment, :nd farewell to the hordes of 
tourists who were coming to them. His main 
concern at the threshold of the present tourist 
season was not with respect to the numbers 
that they might expect, but as to how on 
earth they were going to treat them decently. 
He trembled when ha realised bow inade- 
quate were the facilities.. Every tourist who 
came was an economic enrichment of this 
island. Speaking of statements often made, 
that Ireland was not safe for tourists, he said 
that he lived in Kerry, and, speaking with 
the reserve of a member of the Bar of the 
Supreme Court of the United States, he 
knew of no civilised community with which 
he was familiar where life and property were 
safer in the absence of a single policeman, 
and in the absence of any effective Govern 
ment authority, than they were in the moun- 
tains of Kerry. 

The object of the Tourist Asso- 
ciation was twofold — first, to  de- 
velop the industry which was second only 
to - epee and, secondly, to bring back 
to the country some.of the twenty million 
people in America for whom Ireland was the 
motherland. It would let these le see that 
their motherland was one of which they 
could be proud. . Amongst those were the 
people of money and power who had con- 
tributed to stabilise the pound sterling. These 
people, by coming here, would not only help 
to make them prosperous and contented, but 
would help to make manifest the high destiny 
of their island. By bringing back the power 
that Ireland had thrown over to America he 
believed that they would be doing much to 
contribute to the peace and stability of 
Europe. | : 

He saw in the Tourist Association an 
opportunity of serving not only the Irish 
people, but civilisation, including the other 
constituent nations of what was formerly 
known as the British Empire, but was now, 
happily, the Commonwealth of the Free 
Nations, making up what he believed wae the 
only possible effective League of Nations. 
(Applause. ) 

THE LICENSING LAWS. 

Mr. J. C. Foley, President of the Cork 
Chamber of Commerce, a Vice-President oí 
the Association, said that it was the ambition 
of every sincere Irishman to have more men 
of the type of Mr. Harrington coming back to 
help to build up their motherland. One 
thing which they in the Tourist Association 
wanted $2 tell their English friends was that 
they in Ireland wan them back again. 
(Applause.) They wanted to re-cement the 
friendship that always existed between the 
people of the two islands. 

Referring to the Licensing Laws, Mr. Foley 
suggested that it wanld not be asking too 
much of the Government, which was going to 
benefit to the extent of millions in revenue, 
to help the hotel proprietors to overcome 
their difficulties in reepect to that Act, 
so that the social amenities of the countrv 
might be maintained.

POWERS OF CONTROL 
DEFINED. 


Licences for the exclusive occupation of 
certain portions of the Phenix Park may 
be granted by the Commissioners of Public 
Works under the terms of the Phenix Park 
Bill, introduced by the Minister for Finance 
in the Dail last Tuesday. The full text of 
the new measure was published yesterday. 

One of its first provisions is that the Com- 
missioners of Public Works shall maintain the 
park as a public park for the general pur- 
pose of the recreation and enjoyment of the 
public. Subject to the consent of the Minister, 
they may grant to any person a licence 
authorising him to fence off any portion of 
the park for his exclusive occupation. Every 
such licence shall be revocable at any time. 
According to Section 5, the Commissioners 
may also let the grazing of any portion of 
the park for any period a than a year.

BAD WEATHER 
REPORTED. 


ANXIETY ON THE 
FARM. 


CONFLICTING VIEWS 
OF EXPLORERS. 


— -“—- &—— 


The tension here is increasing. The 
weather is thickening, clouds are hiding 
the mountain tops, and heavy snow is 
falling. The Hobby has been despatched 
to patrol! the.ice edge in accordance with 
Captain Amundsen’s instructions, in case 
of bad weather. 


HE above wireless was despatched from 
the special correspondent of the 
Central News on the Farm, which is lying 
off Spitzbergen awaiting the return of 
Captain Amundsen and his comrades, who 
started on their daring flight.to the North 
Pole last Thursday. It is the first 
message from the explorer’s comrades at 
the base which betrays any alarm at the 
absence of news. 

An -earlier message from the Farm, 
timed 4 p.m., before the bad weather 
actually broke, said that the meteorological 
change is not likely seriously to affect the 
airmen beyond a head wind, if they are 
now returning. 

“ All eyes,” it added, “ are fixed upon 
the north-west point of Amsterdam Island, 
four miles away. If the aeroplanes are 
first sighted there it will only be two or 
three minutes before reaching the landing 
place in Wellman’s Bay, where the water 
is without a ripple. All the ice was 
driven away overnight.”’ 

ALGARSSON TO THE RESCUE. 

Captain Algarsson, the leader of the 
Liverpool Polar expedition, who returned 
from London to Liverpool last evening, 
told a Press representative: “ It appears 
to us that we shall have to relinquish our 
flight to Alaska and concentrate on the 
rescue of Amundsen. I am in negotiation 
for the purchase of an: aeroplane which 
will be used if we go. I think he is in 
difficulties and we ought to act promptly. 
His plans have been abandoned, it is 
clear.”’ 

Other Polar explorers are not so pessi- 
mistic. According to our Copenhagen 
Correspondent, the Danish explorer, Knud 
Rasmussen, declared that Amundsen’s 
silence can continue for 14 days before 


To join in the search for Amundsen 
at this juncture would be useless, 
as the quest would be like looking

there is any serious cause for alarm: 

“If nothing is heard from Amundsen 
within two weeks from the date of his 
departure, then there may be something 
wrong,”’ declared the Danish explorer, who 
said that he thought that Amundsen’s best 
chance will be to lead the expedition to 
Greenland. If Amundsen goes to Cape 
Columbia he will be able to get back next 
spring, but if he travels by the eastern 
side of Greenland he cannot hope to get 
back before the autumn of 1926. 

The general opinion in Oslo (says our 
Special Correspondent) is that Amundsen 
and his companions are safe, and have 
found a landing place near the Pole. It 
is believed here that Amundsen originally 
intended to land from his aeroplane, and 
then use ski, with which to make necessary 
observations. 

It is generally agreed in Oslo that it 
is much too early yet to make arrange- 
ments for sending a relief expedition. The 
Government, however, is taking steps to 
prepare for such an expedition if a general 
request is made. Norwegian seaplanes will 
very likely be sent to search the ice border, 
and a steamer sent to Spitzbergen, from 
which the aeroplanes may make trips. It 
is stated definitely, however, that no 
attempts will be made to fly to the Pole 
by this relief party.

WIRELESS MESSAGE FROM 
THE FARM. 
(BY WIRELESS.) 
THE FARM, Off SPITZBERGEN, 
hursday, 8 a.m. . 

The tension throughout the world at the 
continued absence of news of Captain 
Amundsen and his comrades, which is in- 
dicated by the wireless messages received, is 
reflected here. To-day it is just.one short 
week—though it seems to be an eternity— 
since we saw the planes disa on their 
journey northward off Cape Mitra. 

We are keeping a close and intense watch, 
and discussing all “the possibilities of the 
flight. The meteorologists, the ice pilot, 
and the director of the firm which manu- 
factured the aeroplanes, are all plied with 
questions, and the invariable reply is that 
it is impossible to say anything. 

The return of the airmen may be to- 
morrow, or during the night, within half-an- 
hour, or we may have to wait until next 
Thursday, as Amundsen himself hinted. 

We are not at all over-anxious, as the 
absolute confidence of the airmen in their 
planes is too fresh in our minds. We re- 
member, also, the day when Riiser Larsen 
exclaimed, in desperation, at the continual 
snow and fog, and low pressure over the 
Pole :—‘‘ If the meteorologists would only 
provide us with twelve hours of clear 
weather, so that we can reach the Pole, then 
we shall manage without them, taking four- 
teen days for the return if necessary.” 

Several members of the expedition daily 
ascend the heights in Wellman’s Bay and 
gaze towards the ice edge, which is twenty 
nautical miles to the north of Amsterdam 
Island. 

We have often discussed the possibilities of 
the planes having descended on drift ice, 
and have considered the question of search- 
ing for them there, but Amundsen’s orders 
were clear—vessels must remain here so long 
as the weather is clear, until a fortnight 
after the start. 

Then only is the ice edge to be patrolled 
if possible to North Cape in Northeast Land. 
We fee] it is impossible that both planes should 
have used all their petrol and have been 
compelled to land near Spitzbergen. 

The consensus of opinion is that good 
weather has induced the airmen to prolong 
their stay at the Pole, in order to take com- 
plete observations, and, with the present good 
weather conditions, it will be some days 
before we really become anxious, cms of 
course with each passing day the possibility 
increases that the airmen are already on their 
way to Cape Columbia, on foot, if their planes 
have been damaged at the Pole. 

It is also not impossible that the planes 
have been damaged on the return flight an 
that the airmen are now walking towards 
Spitzbergen.

ARMY ESTIMATES.

BERLIN, Thursday. 

The Socialistic and Communist groups in 
the Reichstag are raising tremendous protests 
against the expenses of the German Army of 
a hundred thousand men. 

The-Government is demanding the approval 
of the Reichstag to an expenditure of 561 
million marks for this purpose. Details 
of these éxpenses are interesting. Nine 
hundred thousand marks are demanded for 
special expenses, but there is no indication 
of what these expenses consist. Artillery 
ammunition which the Reichswehr requires 
is to cost eighty-one million marks, while the 
former Kaiser's army of 800,000 men only 
called for seventy-five millions, ‘Though most 
of the fortresses on the east and west borders 
have been dismantled, the Reichswehr wants 
eleven million marks for fortresses, which is 
exactly half the sum required during the ex- 
Kaiser's régime. ha: 

Another grievance of the Socialists and 
Communists is that almost halí a million 
marks are allocated for mysterious minor ex- 
penses. For the training of dogs and of 
carrier pigeons the Army wants two million 
marks. The estimates also ask for forty 
thousand horses for the 100,000 army, while 
the Socialists point out the former Imperial 
Army, eight times the size of the Republican 
Army, only required 160,000 horses. 

These and similar demands of the German 
Army have convinced the Socialists that 
there are elements in the Reichswehr which 
are trying to enforce the provision of 
greater material and kb sv than 4s 
actually needed for the hundred thousand 
men. The Socialists are, therefore, organising 
special investigation committees to supervise 
the work of the Reichswehr and to prevent 
the provision of superfluous armaments,

PROTEST BY THE LIVERPOOL 
IRISH. 

Dean Inge, on his return from America, 
has written a number of articles contain- 
ing references to the Irish race, which 
have called forth protest from the Irish 
Party in Liverpool. Last night they passed 
the following resolution :— 

“ We protest against the tone and substance 
of the remarks concerning the Irish race 
which are contained in the articles on 
America recently published in the daily Press 
under the name of the Dean of St. Paul's. 

‘* We desire to record our deep indignation 
at the fact that. precisely when disruptive 
tendencies at work in society necessitate 
increasing unity and harmony — all 
classes and all people, a minister of religion 
holding the position of Dean Inge should 
think fit to attack with so much animus a 
race to which belong many millions of pro- 
gressive citizens in the two hemispheres.”’

A party from the Delhi 
manned the Greek ship and towed it here, 
where it has been beached. 

The crew was picked up by another English 
steamer, which was alte to deal with the 
Ekaterina Inglessi itself, not having powerful 
enough pumps. No further details are at 
present available.—(Reuter.) 

The Ekaterina Inglessi is a vessel of 4,019 
tons, owned by Messrs. D. Inglessi and Son, 
of Samoa.

IRISH HORSES. 


DERBY SUCCESS NOT 
EXCEPTIONAL. 


—-—m— & —-— ' 
SOME FIGURES. 
BIG DEMAND IN 

FUTURE PROBABLE. 


“Will there be a boom in Irish blood- 
stock because of the success oí Manna 
and Zionist in the Derby?” is a question 
that is being asked. The answer is, No— 
and for the reason that the boom started 
many years ago. Buyers of yearlings at 
the Doncaster Sales, which are held in 
September of each year, have long since 
recognised the value of Irish bloodstock. 

Irish horses have always had a good 
market, not over a decade of years, but 
for centuries. Ireland has been a horse- 
exporting country since at latest the 
fourteenth century. But our breeding in- 
dustry has never been organised. 

Look at the figures for Irish-bred horses 
for the Doncaster Yearling Sales for the

A TEST OF MERIT. 

The Derby is the test of merit. There 
ha: yet to be born a foal which, in his 
breeder's mind, is not a Derby winner. 
For this year’s race there were 342 entries, 
but only twenty-seven runners, and of 
that number twelve were either bred in 
Ireland or begotten by sires standing in 
Iretand ; and winner and second were both 
Irish-bred. 

How can we account for it? Surely the 
explanation is that Irish-bred horses have 
preeminently the physical qualities of 
courage and stamina and speed and 
capacity to carry weight. 

Mr. C. N. Douetil, a leading owner of 
horses in India and Steward of the Cal- 
cutte Turf Club, told us at the Curragh 
last week that he had had forty horses 
sent to him from Ireland in the course of 
a few seasons, and that every one of them 
paid his way. 

“THE GUINEAS.” 

Now, with very few exceptions, high-class 
horses are not sent to India, nor would it 
follow that a horse which had exceptionally 
good form “ at home ” would show to similar 
advantage in India. The why and the where- 
fore of such a circumstance is that in a 
warm climate some horses, particularly 
second-raters, improve enormously—and not 
infrequently one that was a second-rater in 
our cold latitudes proves a first-rater in a 
more congenial environment. 

‘The Derby result was no chance hap) en- 
ing. In the Two Thousand Guineas at New 
market the winner (Manna), the second (St. 
Becan), and the third (Oojah) were bred in 
Ireland, Manna and Oojah being from the 
stud of Mr. J. J. Maher at Confey, Co. 
Dublin, and St. Becan from the stud of Lord 
Dunraven in County Limerick—the first three 
in “ The Guineas ' and the first two in the 
Derby! 

Surely, racing, which is the test of merit, 
has in these results determined the excellence 
of the products of our farms. 


TOUCHSTONE OF SUCCESS. 

And what is the touchstone of suecess which 
Irish breeders possess? What is their system, 
or their rule, or their methods yy Shin 
such a high measure of the success? ey 
have neither system nor rule, properly so- 
called; and their metheds are Nature's 
methods, They have succeeded even in the 
face of contrary circumstances ! 

Captain Greer—now Senator—acted against 
the advice of the best experts in buying 
the stallion Gallinule for 1,500 guineas. 
“ He'll never sire racehorses—he broke blood- 
vessels when racing, and his stock must in- 
herit that propensity,’ it was said. Gallinule 
had been for sale for a long time—no leading 
breeder would “touch” him. 

When his owner, Squire Abington, heard 
that he had been purchased for an Irish 
stud, he burst out: ' Only a mad fool of an 
Irishman would buy him.” 

Gallinule, however, developed into one of 
the greatest stallions of his period, and headed 
the winning sires’ list many times, amongst 
his stock being the famous Pretty Polly 
(beaten only twice—once in France and once 
in Eagland—in the course of a busy career). 

Five, some of Gallinule’s stock did break 
blood-vesasels, but the best, the. greatest, of 
them did not. Pretty Polly had no vascular 
weakness, and another daughter of Gallinule 
in Hammerkop was the champion stayer of 
her era, and bred the Eyrefield Lodge-bred 
Derby winner, Spion Kop. 

Lord Dunraven's wonderful sire, Desmond, 
was ' a mad horse in training,’’ but Desmond 
sired in one season two horses, Craganour and 
Aboyeur. 

Craganour came in first for the Derby, but 
was disqualified for interfering with other 
horses in the race; but Aboyeur had finished 
second, and he got the prize on the dis- 
qualification of Craganour. 

NATIONAL STUD'S FAILURE. 

And the future of the Nationa: Stud—what 
of that’ Last year it had a bad season, 
and its representatives have not achieved any 
great results so far this season. The case is 
truly summed up—but taking one season with 
another, it has been successtul—very success- 
ful, and past experience is, we are told, the 
best guide to the future. 

Prince Palatine, a notable racehorse, which 
Mr. J. B. Joel thought good. value for 
£45,000, was bred at the National Stud, or 
more properly at the Tully Stud, for the farm 
of world-wide fame had not then become the 
property of the British Nation when Per- 
simmon's son ''saw the light."’ And Capt. 
Greer—who defied the opinion of the experts 
by purchasing Gallinule—is the director of 
the stud. His judgment is not less keen than 
it was, nor his experience of the worth of 
breeding stock less acute, bceause of some 
thirty years additional observation—so the 
factors are favourable for the National Stud 
yet to make a great mark on the Turi. 

HIGHER PRICES. 

Possibly, it would not be incorrect to say 
that the Guineas and Derby results will have 
the effect, so far as Irish-bred yearlings are 
concerned, to increase the number of them 


| that will be sold at an average higher price. 


For, after all, 6,500 guineas for Manna was 
no mere trifle, nor was 2,400 guineas for 
Zionist—who came from the stud of Capt. 
Charles Moore in Co. Tipperary—an_ in- 
considerable valuation. 

. There have been so many five-figure year- 
lings that have failed to make good that 
buyers no longer pin their absolute faith to 
them. Of course, there is the possibility 
that Americans, who are steadily “ building 
up” their thoroughbred stock, may come into 
the market with their millions, and if so 
there may be an era of record prices; but it 
is to the ultimate advantage of breeders to 
sell a greater number of yearlings at a good 
average price per lot rather than that there 
be an effervesence for a season or two, and 
then a slump. 

Let the future hold what it may, this 
seems certain: that there will be no lessening 
in the demand for Irish horses. They may 
not win all the classics every year, but over 
a period of years their dominance seems to 


be assured.

LATE NEWS. 
FRENCH FINANCE. 


THE PROPER POLICY. 


In a leading article upon M. Caillaux’s 
statement on the financial position of France, 
which, it says, has failed to stay the deprecia- 
tion of the franc, The Z'imes remarks :—The 
proper'and only sound policy for France to 


ipursue is described by M. Caillaux in his 


preface to the Finance Bill, introduced in the 
Chamber of Deputies last Tuesday. We are 
told that the expected Dawes annuity this 
year has been taken out of the Budget and 
‘*earmarked’’ exclusively for the upkeep of 
the Army of Occupation, the payment of war 
damages and the paying off of internal and 
external debi. No informed person imagines 
for a moment that there will be any sum 
available for the repayment of debt internal 
or external. The result of this “revision” 
is a serious deficit, which would, it is stated, 
be still heavier if the Government had put 
into the Budget expenditure which has been 
kept in separate accounts, but which the 
Treasury, nevertheless, must find funds to 
mect. 

The British observer may be excused for 
wondering why a Finance Minister, whose 
statement of budgetary principles is so un- 
exceptionable, should, nevertheless, make him- 
self responsible for a Budget that fails to 
conform to his own rule of sound and healthy 
finance.’ No other answer seems tenable but 
that political considerations are too strong 
for his Government. There is one outstand- 
ing point of merit in M. Caillaux’s plan. He 
has made it clear that no financial wizardry 
can cure the evils from which the national 
finances of France are suffering. Nothing but 
economy and effective revenue collection can 
restore equilibrium and pave the way for 
partee a dangerous debt position on a safer 

asis. At present the debt is about 280 
milliard of frances, of which about 120 milliards 
is in floating debt form—that is to say, can, 
at short notice, be converted into currency, 
and would certainly be so converted in the 
event of further loss of confidence. The 
ultimate aim of M. Caillaux must be to fund 
into long term debt this mass of potential 
bank notes. For this purpose he needs a 
Budget surplus. Later he may proceed to 
restore the gold standard by the creation of 
a new gold par. 

At the present slow rate of advance towards 
budgetary equilibrium it would seem that 
stabilisation cannot he. effected except at a 
rate much in excess of the present figure. 
That is the price France may have to pay for 
the “ political considerations ' which have 
hitherto prevented the re-establishment of a 
healthy financial condition. Given the will to 
do it, there can be no question of the 
capacity of France to achieve the end in view. 


IRISH LOYALISTS, 

The Political Correspondent of the Dai/y 
Maid writes :—Mr. Amery, the Colonial Secre- 
tary, yesterd:ry received a deputation from 
the Irish Claims Compensation Association. 
It was pointed out to Mr. Amery that no 
adequate compensation had been paid to 
loyalists whose houses and property had been 
destroyed, and that such compensation as had 
been awarded was largely. swallowed up by 
rebuilding conditions imposed, Further 
claims for income tax are being presse, and 
in some cases the amount of the tax @e- 
ducted from the meagre compensation awards, 
It was stated that in many instances claims 
for personal injuries sustained by private 
citizens and ex-R.1.C. men are refused con- 
sideration. Mr. Amery was urged, in view of 
the responsibility accepted by British 
Ministers for compensation and guarantee of 
Eas that legislation, if necessarv, should 
ve passed to restore to loyalists their rights 
and enable them to appear before a British 
' mg tribunal in London which would 
ave power to assess their claims and secure 
payment of compensation in cash or securities 
at par value. 

Mr. Amery undertook to bring the case 
before the Cabinet, with a view to consider 
ing whether any action can be taken in the 
matter. 


OXFORD CHANCELLORSINP. 

No definite decision was taken at the 
ing of electors held yesterday afternoon at 
the Conservative Club to discuss nominations 
for the Chancellorship of Oxford University. 
states The Times. The meetine did not even 
go to the length of taking a vote for what 
it might be worth of those present. Various 
possibilities, however, were discussed. and it 
became clear that there is now in existence 
a vigorous campaign for the nomination of 
Lord Oxford and Asquith, whose supporters 
are by no means confined to Liberals, but 
are, on the other hand, more enthusiastic in 
London than in Oxford itself. 

Lord Grey of Fallodon, who is apparently 
preferred by Oxford Liberals, is fs to have 
expressed his desire to retire from nomination 
in favour of his political leader. The other 
outstanding name under discussion was that 
of the Archbishop of Canterbury, who will 
certainly be nominated by an influential body 
of opinion if he can be induced to stand. 
It is significant of the general desire to avoid 
a contest on party lines that the meeting 
refrained for the moment from putting 
forward an avowedly Conservative candidate. 
Later in the evening a preliminary list of 
Lord Oxford’s supporters was issued to the 
Press.

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FLOATING MINE WRECK.

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SOLE SURVIVOR'S THRILLING 
STORY. 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE, 
From OUR Own CORRESPONDENT. 
STOCKHOLM, Thursday. 

Sensational details have reached here of the 
catastrophe in the Baltic, off the Island of 
Gotland, yesterday; wien the Swedish 
steamer, Hans, exploded through ramming a 
floating mine. 

All the crew were drowned except two, 
who were rescued after cruel sufferings. 

One member of the crew named Hammar 
Stroms, who was rescued perched high up on 
the top of the mast of the wrecked steamer, 
tells a thrilling story. 

Hammar Stroms was sleeping with his 
clothes on, when he was awakened by the 
terrific noise of the boat colliding with the 
floating mine. He jumped out ot his cabin 
just in time to see two members of the crew 
and the whole front part of the ship blown 
away. 

The other members of the crew snatched 
up lifebelts, jumped into the sea, but were 
soon drowned. Hammar Stroms and one 
comrade climbed up the mast, on the top 
of which they clung for nine hours. His 
comrade had only a nightshirt on, and he 
grew cold and numbed, and at length lost ali 
strength, let go his hold of the mast, and 
disappeared into the sea. 

Hammar Stroms declares he saw the cap- 
tain and other members of the crew swim 
away from the wreck after the explosion. 
All were lost except one, who was rescued 
by a Danish steamer,

MINISTER’S ACTION 
CRITICISED.

HEATED DEBATE IN 
DAIL. 


HE action of the Minister for Finance 

in ignoring agreements made between 

the State’s representatives and claimants 

for compensation in respect of damage to 

property was criticised sharply last night 
in the Dail. 

Captain Redmond mentioned a case in 
which a man who claimed £86 was 
approached by a State solicitor and a 
Board of Works valuer, and agreed to 
accept £51. The judge decided that the 
case came within the Act and reported in 
favour of an award of £51. The Ministry 
for Finance, however, sent the man’s 
solicitor a cheque for £1 compensation and 
£12 12s. costs. 

There were other cases of the kind, 
Captain Redmond said. Was the Govern- 
ment, he asked, going to honour agree- 
ments made by its responsible officials and 
approved by a judge? 

Mr. Blythe said that in report cases— 
cases that were met by an er gratia grant 
—his discretion was not limited, and it 
was his duty to examine all cases where 
fraud or collusion were suspected. ‘‘ We 
are not,” he added, “ going to be bound 
by some agreement made fraudulently by 
some underling of our own.”’ 


£2,105,300 NEEDED. 


WORK OF COMPENSATION 
COMMISSION. 


In the Dail last night Mr. Blythe moved for 
a vote of £2,105,300 for property losses com- 
pensation. He said that under sub-head A 
the sum asked for this year was £1,700..v, 
compensation for damage to property. That 
wag less than half the amount asked for B«t 
year, but was far more than the amount 
which they paid out last year—£1,097,000. 
There had been delay in discharging some of 
the awards as the reinstatement conditions 
had not yet been fulfilled. Instalments were 
paid as the works proceeded, and payments 
were made on the certificate of the Commuis- 
sioners of Public Works. 

A sum of £880,000 remained to be distri- 
buted in that way. 

It was believed that the Compensation (Ire- 
lae Commission would finish its labours this 
vear, and that this year would see the end of 
payments in respect of gee damage. 

The next sub-head dealt with the expenses 
of the Compensation (Ireland) Commission. 
Hitherto they only paid 45 per cent. of that, 
and the .ritish Government paid 55 per cent., 
hut a new arrangement was made in October, 
1924, and the British Government agreed to 
pay them £900,000 to discharge all their 
liabilities in respect of the damage, and the 
entire expenses of the Commission were borne 
by the Free State. 

“Under sub:head C the amount asked for 
was £1,750,000. That was about half the 
umount asked for last year, but it was con- 
siderauiy creater than the amount actually 
paid last year—£896,300. The total number 
of claims lodged were 26,000: lwo- 
thirds of them, roughly, had been heard; 
12.500 had been paid, and about 5,000 had 
dismissed. The aggregate amount of awards 
earmarked for reimstatement was £850,000, 
and of that amount £170,000 had been paid. 

REPORT CASES. 

About two-thirds of the number 
heard in the Courts were “ report ”’ 
They were in respect of losses such as looting 
or raids by the Irregulars. Those reports 
were submitted to the Minister for Finance, 
who was responsible for accepting or reject- 
ing them in whole or in part, Railway pro- 

ertv losses were paid amounting to 
£546,000, of which £230,000 was paid in 
1924-1925. 

Captain Redmond moved to reduce the 
vote by £100. He said that he desired to 
give all credit to the Government for passing 
laws and setting up tribunals, and endeavour- 
ing to ensure compensation to just and de- 
serving cases. But there was no appeal 
from the decision of the Minister of Finance 
for the time being. He mentioned cases 
where the State Solicitor and engineer 
agreed with the applicants and their legal 
advisers on the amount ef compensation to 
he paid, and though these were sanctioned by 
the judges the agreements and orders were 
cishonoured and repudiated by the Ministry 
ot Finance.

AN INSTANCE. 

In support of his complaint, Captain Red- 
mond mentioned a case from Charleville, Co. 
Cork, in which he said an application was 
made under the Damage to Property Act for 
£86. Before the case came to any Court the 
State Solicitor and the Government valuer 
came to the applicant’s counsel and solicitor 
and suggested that they should come to an 
agreement as to the sum to be awarded, pro- 
vided the judge said the case came within 
the Act. After great reluctance, on the 
adwice of his mail the applicant consented 
to an agreement, believing that he was 
entitled to the sum agreed on. 

The case was heard by the judge, who 
decided that the case was within the four 
corners of the Act, and that the applicant 
was entitled to compensation, whereupon it 
was stated that an agreement had been come 
to by the State on one side and the applicant 
en the other, and the judge awarded the 
amount of £51, which was the amount arrived 
at between the parties. 

The Minister of Finance—Does the Deputy 
rean awarded or reported in favour of ? 

Captain Redmond said that the judge re- 
ported in favour of it. When the State Soli- 
citor and the State Valuer both agreed to a 
sum, then the Government should not go back 
and dishonour that agreement.

NEW HORROR FOR THE NEXT 
WAR. 


The use of gas in the next war was .re- 
ferred to yesterday at the Royal Institute of 
Public Health annual Congress at Brighton 
by Lieutenant-General Sir W. B. Leishman, 
Director-General of the Army Medical 
Services. 

During the last war, he said, very little 
use was made of aircraft for distributing gas, 
but, with their increasing flying. range and 
weight-carrying capacity, it was more than 
likely that the use of gas by an enemy 
would be extended and new methods of dis- 
tribution introduced.
